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Vietnamese repulsed, Cambodia says 


BANGKOK (Reuter). — Cambodia, 
claimed yeaterday its troops had 
pushed Vietnamese forces back 
across the border after fighting in 
the Parrot's Beak salient — the 
wedge of Cambodian territory jut- 
ting eastwards towards the rice-bow!

Radio Phnom Penh, monitored 
here, said the Cambodians reached 
the frontier two days after. 
“successfully destroying and wiping 
out almost all the enemy” along 
Highway One — the vital supply 
route for Cambodian troops fi 
in the region, which links Phnom 
Penh with the former South Viet- 
namese capital of Saigon (now Ho 
Chi Minh City). 

Vietnam on Saturday denied Cam- 
bodia's ‘slanderous allegations’’ of 
4n invasion. In turn it accused Cam-' 


bodla of sending troops over the 
border to occupy a number of areas, 


‘and warned Phnom Penh to pull 


them back and start immediate 
border talks or face the conse- 
quences. 


Diplomatic sources in Bangkok. . 


said on Saturday that Vietnamese 
troops were inside Cambodia and 
consolidating their position along the 
Mekong. about 55 kms from Phnom 
Penh. 

However, diplomatic sources con- 
tinue to treat Cambodian claims of 
battle successes with some scep- 
-ticiem in view of Vietnam's superior. 
military strength. The Vietnamese 
were earlier reported to have 
penetrated Cambodian territory 
along the entire length of their 800 
km. common frontier. 

The Soviet Union yesterday ex- 


pressed concern δὲ the border con- 
flict between Cambodia and Viet- 
nam, warning that only ‘the forces 
of imperialisrn" would benefit. The 
Kremlin's viewpoint was made clear 
in @ commentary by the Communist 
Party daily Pravda" which also in- 
dicated thet Soviet sympathies lie 
with Vietnam.

ANKARA (Reuter). — UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
expressed cautious optimism about 
the prospects of a solution to the 
Cyprus question when he arrived, 
here yesterday for two days of talks 
with the new Turkish Government. 
Waldheim told a press conference

"based on the equality of the two 
national communities in Cyprus, 
the principles of democracy and 
.human rights...and on the principle 
‘of a bi-regional, sovereign, indepen- 
dent and non-aligned federal state." 

Ecevit is expected to adopt a more 
‘flexible approach to Cyprus than bis 
predecessor, Suleiman Demirel. But 
it was Ecevit, when he was Premier 
in 1974, who sent 48,000 Turkish 
troops into Cyprus following a vote in 
favour of union with Greece. 

More than half the remain 
and, together with the Turkish 
Cypriots who make up one-fifth of 
the Cyprus population, they occupy 
about 40 per cent of the island. 

However, there has been a grow- 
ing realization here that a solution to 
the Cyprus question would remove a 
bottleneck to progress on several 
related aspects of foreign relations, 
including these with the U.S. which 
imposed an arms embargo on 
Turkey after the 1974 invasion. 


China criticizes USSR 
for Mediterranean build-up 


HONGKONG (UPI). — China 
criticized the Soviet Union yesterday 
for increasing its naval power 
presence in the Mediterranean dur- 
ing 1977 and for interfering in the af- 
fairs of countries in the area, the 
New China News Agency reported. 

The official news agency dispatch 
from Peking said that with the build- 
up of Soviet nayy ships in the 

lediterranean last year, the Soviet 
fleet is now larger than the U.S. 6th 
fleet which is stationed in the area. 

As a result, ‘superpower rivalry 
in the Mediterranean has 
accelerated in the past year," the 
news agency report, monitored here, 
said.

GAETA, Italy (AP). — U.S. navy 
firefighters took 43 crew members’ 
off a flaming Indian freighter in the 
Mediterranean on Saturday and 
brought the blaze under control, the 
navy reported yesterday. 

A helicopter from the aircraft 
carrier Nimitz struck the rigging of 
the burning ship and went into the 
sea 48 kms. southeast of Sicily, but. 
‘the four crewmen were rescued, a 
U.S. 6th fleet spokesman said. 

A patrol plane spotted the fire on 
the 18,000-ton Jagat Padmini, carry- 
ing a cargo of rock phosphate. The 
crew members were brought to the 
cruiser USS South Carolina. 

In another mishap at sea, an 
offshore oil rig crewboat was sliced 
in half by an ΟἹ] tanker 120 kmas. off 
southwest Louisiana, and two sur- 
vivors from the capsized crewboat 
were picked up early yesterday, the 
Coast Guard said.

U.S. air force men 
LONDON (AP). — American air 
force pilots will soon get new black 
underwear which could have become 
their wives’ kitchen curtains. 

The U.S. Defence Department has 
ordered 27,500 sets of British-made 
one-piece underwear ‘especially 
‘designed to keep out the cold and 

the airmen from wartime 
hazards of poison gas, germs and 
radioactive fallout. 

‘The underwear, called "‘coms"' but 
known officially as undercoveralls, 
are made from 8 materia! developed 
at the top-secret Porton Down gas 
and germ warfare research facility 
in western England. They cost about 
$20 apiece. 

Made of a very fine charcoal, the 
material acts as a near-perfect 
‘filter. When it first was developed 
one suggested use for the cloth was 
as kitchen curtains because it 
‘screens out cooking odours. 


Critical meeting in Monaco on saving 
‘most loved and abused sea in world’ 


‘LONDON (Ofna). — A major new 
attempt will be made thia week to 
save the Mediterranean, the most 
loved and abused sea in the world. 
One in three tourists takes his annual. 
vacation on the Mediterranean 
coast, swimming in a sea that 
receives sewage and Industrial 
wastes, almost all untreated. from 
100 million people. And at any one 
time, the Mediterranean has an 65- 
timated δῦ per cent of the world’s 
floating tar and oll, although it 
makes up only one per cent of the 
global ocean surface. 

Experts and politicians from near- 
ly all the Mediterranean countries — 
Albania is always gather 
in Monaco today for a six-day 
Meeting, the most important con- 
ference on the Mediterranean crisis 
since the same nations met three 
years ago in Barcelona to agree on 
an “action plan" to stem the pollu- 
tion. 

The Monaco delegates face dif- 
ficult political and financial 
problems. They know that modern 
pollution is qualitatively different 
from the pollution the Mediterra- 
ean hag recelved through centuries. 
The old Romans used the Tiber as an 
open sewer and the séa off Alexan- 
dria wag a ‘public health hazard in 
ancient times. But the modern 
Romans pollute the Mediterranean 
with plastics, pesticides, heavy 
metals and hydrocarbons.

The southern nationa are 
suspicious of new regulations that 
could obstruct development of a 
large number of planned industrial 
planta. They argue, not without 
Lerten that it is the northern 
nations — France, Italy — especially 
Italy —- and Spain that do most of the 
polluting, and these nations have 
done their industrialization under 
old, lax pollution laws. 

UNEP officials, like Dr. Stjephan 
Keckes, the 45-year-old Yugoslav

THE NEW Abortion Law is due to 
come into force next month. Actually 
the only new thing ebout it is that it 
translates unwritten past practice 
4 and custom into written law. 

Under the original law, enacted 
during the mandatory government, 
performing an abortion was a felony 
punishable with imprisonment of up 
to If years, and the woman recefving 
an abortion with her consent and at 
her initiative was liable to imprison- 
ment for seven years. In 1966, the 
Knesset abrogated the provision«of 
law imposing criminal liability on 
the woman upon whom an abortion is 
pertormed. — 

But despite the prohibition of the 
‘law, tens of thousands of abortions 
were performed —- not secretly, in 
mysterious back rooms, but in 
clinics and hospitals. It was oniy in 
the rare case of death in conse- 
quence of procuring an abortion that 
criminal charges were brought. The 
reason for this was not that the 
authorities were unaware of the 
widespread practice, but that they 
turned a blind eye to it. The mere 
fact. however, thdt a legal prohibi- 
tion did exist. and that there was a 
risk of prosecution, generally made 
abortion an expensive business. 

Tt was, however, possible to get an 
abortion free of charge in special cir- 
cumstances, after approval by pan- 
els appointed by the hospitals or sick 
funds, or sometimes even upon the 
recommendation of an individual 
doctor. These special circumstances 
included potential danger to the 
physical or mental health of the 
pregnant woman if the pregnancy 
were not terminated or the probabili- 
ty that the child born as a result of 
the pregnancy would be physically 
or mentally handicapped. (This

abortions in cases where the 
pregnancy is due to an out-of- 
wedjock relationship. 

“Additional conditions that have to 
be complied with in order to make an 
abortion legal are that it must be 
performed in 8. recognised medical 
Institution proclaimed as such in 
rules set by the Minister of Health, 
that is, it must be approved by a pan- 
el composed of an obstetrician- 
gynaecologist; 8 second doctor who 
is either a gynaecologist. a psy- 
chiatrist_ or a family doctor; and a 
social worker, and that it must have 
the considered consent of the preg- 
nant woman. 

The “considered consent” of the 
pregnant woman is defined aa being 
consent in writing after the physical 
and psychological risks involved in 
an abortion have been explained to 
her. If an abortion is to be performed 
on a minor, then the law expressly 
precludes the necessity of obtaining 
her legal guardian's approval of her 
consent. This means, in effect, that ἃ. 

girl can decide of her own ac- 
cord whether she wishes to have an 
abortion or not, as long as the risks 
involved therein have been explain- 
ed to her. In this context, it is in- 
teresting to note that the law makes 
no mention of the consent of the hus- 
band of the pregnant woman and 
this, too, has aroused some 
criticism. 


ABORTIONS may be performed 
without the prior approval of a panel 
in cases of em ncy, but notice of 
the operation must then be given to 
the director-general of the Ministry 
of Health within five days thereafter. 
Even if a pane) has red of an 
abortion, any individual 
gynaecologist may refuse to perform 
it for reasona of conscience or on 
medical grounds which he considers 
well-founded. ᾿ 
In conclusion, the new law ex- 
pressly exempts a woman who has 
an illegal abortion from 
criminal liability. Since it thus mere- 
ly retterates an existing exemption, 
it does not introduce any 
revolutionary change, as is popular- 
ly, but mistakenly, thought.

THE CHOICE of programme was 
good for this second open concert by 
an orchestra whose musicians are 
students, graduates and teachers of 
the Technion Institute.(There are

Despite the efforts of the energetic 
conductress, the performance of the 
“Haffner Symphony" lacked 


homogeneity, clarity and lightness.. 


Entries were not synchronized, and 
there was faulty intonation and lack 
of common tone production in the 
strings, especially in the violin 
group. 

The second part of the programme 
emerged much better. In the Elgar 
composition written in 1919, one 
finds sophistication and a noble and 
romantic mood, the composer's es- 
sential style.

The orchestra had quite a task keep- 
ing up with the soloist. It evidently 
needed more rehearsal time. 

There is no doubt that this 
orchestra ig an important asset to 
the musical life of the Technion City, 
but more effort is necessary to im- 
prove its standard of performance.

THAT Indian dance can be seductive 
entertainment, rather than esoteric, 
was Kumar Duan's message to his 
audience at the Israel] Museum on 
, Saturday evening. The South African 
' born, Indian-trained Israeli dancer 
performed short ‘solos roaming in 
style from Manipuri, Baratha 
Natyam, Kerala in the south, to the 
north Indian Kathak. Whatever the 
locale, the content was gay. Duan's 
belled feet beat Hvely rhythmic ac- 
companiment to sinuous or staccato 
gestures of hands, arms and head. 
Reinforcing the atmosphere of con- 
vivial levity was his smile, almost

ON THE CIVIL SERVICE FRONTS: . 
U.S.: Moving the ten-ton marshmallow 
Israel: Did elections spark pay boosts?

The cumbersome U.S. Federal 
Civil Service Commission may sbon 
be “abolished” and replaced by two 
separate agencies, Prof. Alan 
Campbell, one of America's three 
Civil Service Commissioners told 
reporters in Jerusalem last week. 

“Tt ail depends on Bs," he 
said. ‘Chances are quite good for the 
plan, since President Carter hag in- 


cluded {t among hig six top-priority | 


items for this sexsion."* 


“Commissioner Campbell was in 
Jerusalem to attend the first gradua- 
tion at the Israel Civil Service's Ad- 
ministrative Staff College. 

Joking that he might be talking 
himeelf out of the job to which he was. 
appointed by President Carter, Com- 
missioner Campbell said the scheme 
calis for replacement of the commis- 
sion by au “Office of Personnel 
Management" and a “Merit System 
Protection Board.”" 

The former, reporting directly to 
the President, would in effect 
become part of the Executive 
Branch and include al] senior 
management and supervisory levels 
of the Civil Service. 

The latter, headed by five com- 
missioners, would be responsible 
also to the Legislative Branch and 
would look out for the interests of the 
rank-and-file of the 2.7 million 
federal employees. 

According to Commissioner 
Campbell, the U.S. government 
work force has, since its organiza- 
tion in 1893, developed into “6 ten-ton 
marshmallow. It’a very, very hard 


to get hold of and almost impossible 
to move." 

At present, he said, it takes eight 
months for the USCSC to hire a 
worker, seven months to promote 
him and 14 months to dismiss him. 


The proposed reform would also 
increase the number of women and 
minority group members “not only 
in the lower and middle echelons of 
the civil service but also in the top 
grades,” he asserted. “At present, 
only three per cent of the top job 
grades are filled by women and only 
three per cent by minority group 
Americans. 

“The change is not going to be 
easy. With job opportunities limited 
at certain high levels — and the 
President's insistence’ on seeing 
more minority group members In 
those 088 — there will be the need to 
deny other eligible people certain op- 
portunities in order to improve the 
chances of the minority applicants.” 


Asked how the U.S. Federal Civil 
Service Commission copes with 
redundancy, Commissioner Campell 
told The Jerusalem Post: ‘‘We im- 
mediately !mpose a freeze on hiring 
in that area, and compel other 
Federal agencies to take on workers 
made redundant in other offices."’ 

He said this occurs quite frequent- 
ly in the U.8., as when a military 
base closes down and thousands of 
Federal employees — with tenure — 
must be placed. 

Here in Israel, the decision to hold 
Knesset elections earlier than 
scheduled was a potent political push 
behind the ‘storming of the wage 
barriers" last year, according to the 
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annual report of the Civil Service 
Commission, issued last week. 

The report — covering the period 
from April 1, 1976 through March 31, 
1977 — was prepared by Com- 
missioner Ya'acov Nitzan, who has 
Since been succeeded by Dr. 
Avraham Friedman. 

In the report, Nitzan recalls that 
the Barkai Committee Report on 
civil service reform was handed up 
during the year under review, and its 
recommendations were adopted -by 
the Government. 

“Among the recommendations 
was the elimination of the so-called 
‘specific increments’ being pald to 
about 20,000 civil servants, and an 
across-the-board 2.5 per cent wage 
increase to be given to all workers. 

“However, spiralling inflation and 
the news that the general elections 
were to be advanced from the end of 
the year to May resulted in a stor- 
ming of the wage barriers. Work 
agreements had to be opened and re- 
negotiated. As a result, a large 
number of civil servants were 
promoted in grade, a new 
‘educational increment’ was in- 
troduced and nurses ahd social 
workers are now eligible for certain 
incentive bonuses." 

According to the report, ap- 
proximately 15 per cent of Israel's 
. civil servants are already working 
under incentive pay arrangements, 
with norms being established by 51 

various advisory committees. 

As of the end of last March there 
were 59,831 full-time workers in the 
civil service, Nitzan reported, com- 
pared with 59,237 on the same date a 
year earlier.

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Talks too need planning 


THE MILITARY DIALOGUE between Israeli and Egyptian 
representatives, decided upon at the summit in Ismailiya last 
month, will apparently start in Cairo in two days’ time. 

A more precise statement is impossible to make at the mo- 
ment, because neither the place nor the time has finally been 
fixed. Nor are these the only conference modalities that are still 
very much up in the air. The same goes for the agenda for dis- 
cussion, the degree of openness to the press, and whether the 
conference will be made visible to the Egyptian public as part of 
the peace “momentum,” after the manner of the Cairo con- 


ference. 


Such last-minute confusion would have been merely puzzling, 
were it not typical of the entire process of laying groundwork for 
the talks — and had the talks not been concerned with matters of 


such pith and moment. 


The lack of coordination among the various Israeli authorities 
engaged in the preparations — notably the defence establish- 
ment and the Prime Minister's office — has been all too obvious. 

Thus it was from the newspapers that Mr. Begin learned of 
Transport Minister Amit's appointment as member of the 
military committee. And It was from the same source that a 
number of top Defence Ministry officials found out that the 
military group would convene on Wednesday, and not, as had 
originally been contemplated, next Monday, the same day as 
the political committee was to meet in Jerusalem. 

There is litte consolation in the fact that some of the confu- 
sion is evidently the result of the Israelis charged with the 
arrangements having been caught off-balance by their Egyp- 
tian counterparts. For it was the Egyptians who came up with 
the idea that the military conversations should precede the 
political; the Israelis merely concurred. 

Why this order of precedence should please the other side can 
readily be guessed. In Bgyptian eyes, the main issue to be settl- 
ed is still the withdrawal of Israeli troops from Sinai. There is no 
evidence that our negotiators thought clearly about the 
significance of this order, and whether it suited Israel's in- 
terests. They have found reasons after the fact. . 

Finally there is also room to question the wisdom of having 
such a cluster of Israel's top generals and defence officials fiy- 
ing off together to Cairo, and on the same plane. It is standing 
procedure to avoid such risks of togetherness, even at home. 
Simple prudence would require that our top generals not be in 
Cairo or en route at the same time. 


Barrows and books 


PERHAPS THE biggest change promised by the 1975 tax 
reform is the drive to eliminate what can be described as 
authorised tax evaders. These are categories of enterprise 
which were hitherto considered as being unable to keep books. 
Notable among them are the small traders, those below the 
grade of regular shopkeeper. A committee under Yitzhak Mann, 
one of the country’s most distinguished auditors, was appointed 
by the Finance Minister at the time to examine their case. 
The committee's final report appears, for some reason, not 
yet ta have come to the attention of the Treasury's State 
Revenue Administration, if its official spokesman fs to be 
pelieved — though the document bears November 13 88 the date 
of submission. Such civil service stuggishness may bode il] for 
the Mann committee's recommendations, because they spell a 
lot of additional hard work for the already overburdened tax 


collector. 


It is easy to justify releasing kicsks and stallholders from the 
obligation to report in detail on their receipts and expenses. 
They are not capable, it is said, of keeping double-entry ac- 
counts; they have no room on their petty premises for a cash- 
register. The existing system is an annual bout of amicable 
bargaining, which ends up in a mutually acceptable figure. Tax- 
men think that fs the best they can do. 

The Mann committee did not agree. The majority report 
recommends giving three years of respite, during which stan-

receipts, like everybody else. 


There is another factor which should be considered. To ex- 
empt a merchant from filing ἃ tax return is tantamount to giv- 
ing him a subsidy. It is doubtiul whether the big food markets, . 
and the stalls that spring up to sell seasonal products such as 
water melons, would thrive so well if they were exposed to the 
same tax burden as the shops with which they compete. 


POSTSCRIPTSE 


THAT glass-walled Tower of Babel 
on New York’s Hast River takes a lot 
of money to operate. The language 
staff alone, apart from the necessary 
offices, equipment, printing and 
other services, accounted for over 
$105m. in 1976. The money for the 
most part comes out of the regular 
budgets of the various UN 
organizations. Sometimes the ser- 
vices are subsidized by interested 
governments — for instance the 
Arab states financed the first three 
years of the implementation of 
Resolution $190 which jn 1918 made 
Arabic an official UN language. 
(How many of us remember that 
particular Resolution?) 

The UN language problems are not 
solely financial, however. There is a 
serious shortage of interpreters for 
translating Arabic and Chinese, for 
example, into Spanish or Russian 
and the interc! usually has to be 
relayed either English or 
French.
